An unsuccessful attempt was made 
to rob the vault of the bank at Monta- 
gue, Tex., and as a result one of the 
robliers is dead and another is believed 
to be wounded.

POLITICAL. 

Clarence Greer has been appointed 
postmaster at Viva, Laurel county. 

A sensation was furnished the Frank- 
fort lobbyists when Representative 
Miller, of Madison county, introduced 
a bill fixing limits beyond which they 
shall not go. 

The Missouri Supreme Court upheld 
the constitutionality of the usury law 
which makes it a misdemeanor to 
charge ipterest at a rate greater than 
two per cent, a month. 

Mr. Spooner delivered a speech of 
three hours' duration in the Senate 
defending the course of President 
Roosevelt in the San Domingo matter 
and the Algeciras conference. 

Kentucky Internal Revenue Collec- 
tors are said to oppose the proposition 
that all Deputy Collectors be put un- 
der the civil service, as such action 
would tend to break the State machine, 
com|K)sed of officeholders. 

Gov. Beckham's recommendation to 
the Legislature to provide for a Special 
term of the Circuit Court while the 
regular session is being held elsewhere, 
was indorsed by Bell-county lawyers’ 
bar meeting held at Pineville. 

Expressing himself in favor of a uni- 
form divorce law. Gov. Beckham asked 
the House and Senate to name a dele- 
gate to the Divorce Law Congress to 
be held in Washington. As one dele- 
gate the Executive named the Hon. 
John D. Carroll, of Henry county. 

Included in the routine business of the 
Senate Wednesday was an exchange of 
committee places by Messrs. Black- 
burn and Mallory, the former going 
from the Committee on Naval Affairs 
to the Committee on the District of Co- 
lumbia and the latter trom the District 
Committee to the Naval Committee. 

As a result of the production at 
Frankfort of the “The Clansman,” 
Representative William F. Klair, of 
Lexington, introduced in the General 
Assembly a bill prohibiting the produc- 
tion of “Any play that is based upon 
antagonism alleged formerly to exist 
between master and slave or that ex- 
cites race prejudices.”

Almost before the engine smoke ha* 
cleared away the nible culprits shove 
the coal into sacks and are out of sight 
before recognition is possible. This ex- 
tensive thieving, taking place as it does, 
at such an early hour, there is no telling 
how much shippers will lose from trains 
passing later on at night. As long as 
the opportunity to steal is presented, 
the average Negro will refuse work. 
A person has hut to pass through our 
Negro settlements and see the tiumlicr 
of idlers with no visible means of sup- 
port, to lie convinced of the truth of 
this statement. The cry for field as 
well as household servants is of almost 
daily occurrence but it is of small avail. 
And yet there is a law for the punish- 
ment of both \ agrant and thief! How 
long. Oh Ia>rd; how long are these con- 
ditions to Ik* endured? 

Relic*. Dr. Clifton Fowler has a 
valuable and interesting collection of 
relics, which he takes pride in showing 
to his friends.

A treasury warrant signed 
bv I’atrick Henry in 1779 is another old 
ami valued paper. Another land grant 
signed by John Adair, governor of Ken- 
tucky, and dated March, 1825, is in the 
collection. A bill made out by a Rich- 
mond merchant against John Irvine, 
in which the articles are charged in 
poffnds, shillings and pence, is another 
curiosity among the papers. Dr. Fowl- 
er is thinking about donating his curios 
to Central University at Danville, 
which gift would no doubt be highly 
prized by the gentlemen in charge of 
that great institution of learning.
